Having  iumho  the  elephant  as  a  school  mascot  may  bring 


Walking  around  the  Tufts  campus,  a  person  doesn't  have  to  look 
far  to  see  an  elephant  somewhere.  From  the  huge  elephant  head  on 
Dowling  Hall,  to  the  tiny  elephant  sculpture  on  the  Tlsch  library  patio,  to 
the  life-sized  elephant  statue  outside  of  Barnum,  iumho  the  elephant  is

questions  of  why  Tufts  has  such  an  unusual  mascot  However,  the  story 
of  Iumho  is  a  story  of  courage  and  sacrifice,  which  is  why  generations 
of  Tufts  students  are  proud  to  be  known  as  iumbos. 

Phineas  T.  Barnum  of  Barnum  a  Bailey  Circus  was  one  of  Tufts' 
founding  trustees,  iumho  (from  the  Swahili  word  “iumbe”  for  "chief”] 
was  the  star  attraction  of  the  circus,  and  was  billed  as  the  largest  land 
animal  ever  in  captivity.  With  his  mild  temperament  and  love  for  * 

gingerbread,  he  captured  the  hearts  of  audiences  all  over.  One  sad  day 
in  1885,  a  baby  elephant  was  crossing  the  train  tracks,  right  in  the  path 
of  an  oncoming  train.  Iumho  saw  that  the  baby  elephant  was  in  trouble, 
and  pushed  it  aside,  unfortunately  getting  hit  by  the  train  himself. 


,  taken  on  a  four 


year  world-tour,  and  then  donated  the  body  to  Tufts  to  be  displayed  in 
Barnum  Museum.  It  was  at  this  point  that  iumho  officially  became  the 
Tufts  mascot  For  86  years,  iumho  stood  in  the  museum  as  a  main 
campus  fixture,  and  around  exam  time  it  was  customary  for  students  to 
place  pennies  on  his  trunk  for  good  luck. 

Sadly,  tragedy  struck  again  in  1976  when  a  huge  fire  struck 
Barnum  Hall  and  consumed  iumho,  leaving  only  a  charred  tusk  and  a 
pile  of  ashes.  To  ensure  that  iumho  was  not  lost  the  ashes  were 
scooped  up  and  placed  in  a  peanut  butter  far.  The  ashes  now  reside  in 
the  Athletics  Office  and  are  passed  on  down  generations  of  athletic 
directors.  Tufts  students  nowadays  rub  the  peanut  butter  ]ar  for  good 
luck  before  sporting  events.  A  replica  of  iumho,  called  iumho  II  resides 
outside  of  Barnum  Hall,  on  whose  trunk  students  still  place  pennies  for 
good  luck  before  exams. 

With  such  an  interesting  history,  iumho  is  quite  an  unforgettable 
mascot.  Generations  of  iumbos  have  looked  up  to  this  gentle  creature 
and  have  learned  of  compassion  and  friendship.  They  have  upheld  his 
honor  on  the  playing  field,  on  stage,  in  the  classroom,  and  continue  to 
do  so  even  after  they  have  left  the  Hill  behind  with  fond  memories, 
lifelong  lessons,  and  everlasting  iumho  pride.
